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through the needle to perform therapies such as tumor ablation using RF heating. The fluid flow rate may be adjusted during insertion 
to maintain a properly defined image of the needle tip. At the point of action, the echogenic fluid can be pulsed, repeatedly and 
at vaiying flow rates, until the fluid dispersion pattern is satisfactory and the drug can then be delivered. Ultrasound can also be 
delivered through the. needle using a transducer mounted in the handheld assembly.
